Careless expenditure of advertising funds is the rankest

waste. To the newspapers which carry the message of the advertiser into 
the homes of the nation, giving a tremendously high percentage of 
coverage with a product of known and approved merit that is the most 
widely read medium in the world, such waste is astounding. 
In accomplishing its purpose as a disseminate, of news and a med­ 
ium of advertising, the newspaper realizes that it has 
been 
doing a 
splendid job. It, therefore, finds itself interested, if not amused, by this 
vast purveyor of waste, as indicated when measured by the same yard­ 
stick by which the newspaper measures its own service to the adver­ 
tising space buyer. 
It now’ appears that even the automobile and wrist watches the 
broadcaster gives away, are absorbed by U per cent of the people he 
hopes to reach. 
Thus bursts the bubble of another excursion into alluring, but un­ 
ited, sales and advertising methods.
